If the Wilson cuts in air power con- 
tinue, there is no prospect in the fore- 
seeable future of attaining air defense 
goals. 

On Wilson’s recommendation, the 
President cut $5,000,000,000 from the 
Air Force budget. Congress shaved off 
an additional $1,500,000,000. The cut- 
back of $750,000,000 in aircraft and the 
$500,000,000 chopped off jet engine pro- 
curement makes a total of $7,750,000,- 
000 that has been cut from funds the 
Air Force set as the minimum neces- 
sary to carry out its job of defending 
this country and to become ready for 
offensive action if necessary. 

So what is the defense secretary 
trying to do? If he is right, he cer- 
tainly has not satisfactorily explained 
it to the country. He proceeds with his 
program of concentrating defense pro- 
duction in & few plants that would be 
the first destroyed in case of atomic 
attack, while cutting back the means of 
defending these plants. While he and 
Secretary Dulles talk tough to the Rus- 
sians, he continues to whittle away at

Georgia Supreme Court 
Upholds Free Enterprise 


Decision Sy the Georgia Supreme 
Court that DeKalb County cannot le- 
gally issue revenue certificates to build 
a $12,000,000 truck and railroad termi- 
nal reaffirms once again the principle 
that government should not deliberately 
enter into competition with private 
business. 

It was obvious to the court that De- 
Kalb’s county government intended to 
go into the storage field in competition 
witl. private enterprise. Whether the 
additional .storage space was needed 
wes not the question decided, although 
if such is the case then private busi- 
ness should get busy now and pro- 
vide it. 

The question as to where to draw 
the line between government and free 
enterprise will continue to bob up. But 
certainly no one can quarrel with the 
decision, written by Associate Justice 
J. H. Hawkins, from which we quote: 

“We adhere to the concept of free 
enterprise entertained by our fore- 
fathers and the doctrine that govern- 
ment should not engage therein. ... 
This govérnment was founded upon the 


idea of free enterprise, and under it has 


become the strongest nation in the 
world. It seems to us that govern- 
mental control and supervision of and 
participation in free enterprise ufder 
strained or liberal construction and ap- 


plication of social and economic ide- 
ology has gone far enough, if not too 
far, and should not be further ex- 


tended.”

wiilt meet the public need, it most cer- 


One: of the sharpest controversies 
in national politics in recent years is 
shaping up over the idea of a proposed 
national sales tax. It is no longer a 
secret that the present administration is 
corsidering such a levy to ease pressure 
on personal incomes and to raise reve- 
nue necessary to meet defense and do- 
mestic requirements of government. 

Without considering too strongly at 
this stage the merits and demerits of 
such a proposal, one fact does stand out 
as was pointed out here in Georgia by 
the CIO’s industrial council the other 
day. Passage of a constitutional amend- 
ment to limit income and inheritance 
taxes to no more than 25 per cent would 
cost the government an estimated $17,- 
000,000,000 in taxes it now receives 
from these sources. 

While it would be wonderful to be 
able to cut taxes in that amount, it just 
isn’t possible under the circumstances 
in which this country finds itself. If all 
government services were eliminated 
except national defense, such a huge 
cut would not be possible without find- 
ing some other source of revenue. 

The joker in the income tax amend- 
ment is that comparatively few people 
now pay more than 25 per cent of what 
they earn in income taxes. The indi- 


vidual with huge personal income, not.

the moderate or small bracket, 
benefit. However, a sales tax would be 
berne most heavily by the masses of 
low income consumers. 

In the last analysis, of course, most 
taxes ultimately are paid by the con- 
sumers. That provides the best argu- 
ment for the sales tax. However, it 
does not remove the political conse- 
quences of freeing the top bracket of 
high income people from present levies. 

Let’s not kid ourselves about one 
thing. If limits are set on income tax 
levies, the logical alternative is a 


national sales tax.

There would certainly have 
been no point in intercepting Mrs. MacLean 
but it would: be shrewd rather to maintain 
uninterrupted surveillance until it could be 
determined exactly where she was headed. 

Why is the whole episode important? It’s 
because Donald MacLean‘served as a secre- 
tary of the British embassy in Washington 
along with another secretary, Guy Burgess, 
and the main job of MacLean was to keep 
in touch with atomic-energy developments 
here. He was secretary of a committee of 
the allies, including the British government, 
and was therefore accepted and trusted. 

Former Secretary of State Acheson is re- 
ported to have exclaimed: “My God, he 
knew everything !’’ | 

At the time of his disappearance, Mac- 
Lear had been given charge of the so-called 
“American desk’”’ in the British Foreign Of- 
fice in London. This is the desk over which 
flows daily all the confidential messages 
from diplomatic representatives of Great 
Britain in the United States. 

Whatever the information was that ,the 
British government had from its close friend 
and ally, the United States, Donald Mac- 
Lean was in a position to carry it to the 
Communists. There are various rumors that 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation here 
originally had a tip on MacLean’s activities 
and had so notified the British government. 

It will be important for the British Se- 
curity Service. to re-establish faith in its ef- 
ficiency by getting all the facts, and maybe 
that’s what they have been doing these last 
few days and some day will reveal.

James F. Byrnes of South Caro- 
lina and Gov. Allan Shivers of Texas—did 
not presume to appear.

By that time 
it may be a dead issue, that is, if the 
Byrnes and the Shivers transfer to another 
party and don’t keep trying to get into the 
Derocratic Party on a part-time basis. 
The national committee has no authority in 
the field of convention rules. All it can do 


is recommend. 


Thus ended the big ‘‘Southern revolt’’ 
widely advertised in advance. But the ad- 
vertising had\ an interesting boomerang 
effect.

“Dear Mr. Martin: , 
Your little piece about ‘ 
cotton picking in Sun- = 
day’s Journal-Constitu- 
tion was a nice bit of 
writing — as poetry. 
But. what arrant and 
arrogant nonsense when 
you write that black men can pick cotton 
without feeling the pain. 

“The black man has the rhythm. His 
back hurts but he does not notice it. The 
sweat pours into his eyes, but he does not 
care. The strap cuts his shoulder, but he 
doesn’t feel it, etc., etc. 


“Rubbish! How do you, a white man 
who has probably never picked cotton, 
know how a black man feels? This is the 
kind of nostalgic sentimental nonsense that 
permits us white folks to continue our cal- 
lots exploitation of the Negro. 

“You say in another place: ‘The Lord 
did not fashion men im the image of a cot- 
ton picker.’ Right. And it is our sin against 
black men, and against God, that we treat 
them only as cotton pickers—and then toa 
justify our shame with such romantic rot 
as you .wrote.”’

.Now there’s just one error in all that. 
“How do you, who. probably never picked 


cotton, know how a black man feels?’’ he 


writes. I know because, a long time ago, 
I picked plenty of cotton. I hoed it and I 
plowed it and I crawled on my hands and 
knees down the cotton rows, catching boll 
weevils and squashing them, and in the fall 
of the year, before school started, I picked 
cotton. And the men I worked with were 
black men. And I know that there’s a dif- 
ference in the way a black man looked on 
that tedious labor, and the way a white 
mar viewed it. I'd come out of the field 
at the end of the day with my hands all 
sore where the sharp tips of the dried cot- 
ton bolls had stuck beneath my fingernails. 


‘My black friends never stuck themselves. 
They had the sleight. 


I’d come out of the fields at sundown 
with 150 or 200 pounds of cotton to be 
weighed on the steelyards (pronounced 
stil’yuds in the cotton fields) and they’d 
weigh in 250 or 300 or maybe 400 pounds. 
I’d draw a dollar and a half or two dollars 
and they’d draw twice that much. The man 
didn’t look to see what color you were when 
he paid for his cotton picking. 

Maybe his back did hurt as much as 
mine. ‘But when I’d stop and stretch and 
fume against the aches and pains, the 
weariness and the sweat, he’d laugh and 
keep on picking. Maybe he was as tired 
as I was, at the end of the day, but ’way 
in the night, long after I'd dragged my 
wezry bones to bed, I’d hear him singing, 
coming home from a frolic. 

But all that was long ago, in a time that 
is passing fast. ‘‘New South” is a good 
man, I have no doubt, with a good heart in 
him. But he’s belaboring a dragon that’s 
dying. If he doesn’t think so, let him raise 
a few acres of cotton next year. Then try 
and get it picked.

I have a friend who went deep into the 
heart of Africa to be a missionary. Before 
h2 left I helped get up some things for 
him to carry. One thing he especially 
wanted was a refrigerator, and he got one 
that would operate on kerosene. He bought 
many things to carry along that would en- 
able him to enjoy some of the comforts of 
life to which he was accustomed. 


But his preparation went far deeper than 
the few things he accumulated. He went 
to school to.study the language of the peo- 
ple, to know their customs and ways of 
thinking. When he got there he wanted to 
be at home with his new friends. He want- 
ed to be able to live happily with them. 

As primitive people thought of their 
journey into the next life, they felt they. 
must carry with them the things of this life. 
The Indians, for example, would bury their 
dead with various articles such as bows and 
arrows, cooking utensils and the like. 


But we realize we cannot carry with us 
anything from ‘‘hence to yonder.”’ Instead, 
Our preparation must be the preparing of. 
our souls, the cultivating of our tastes for 
God. Without that preparation, heaven for 
us becomes an impossibility. 

2. We must realize the seriousness of 
sin. It is the soul, not the body, that lives 
eternally. The Bible tells us ‘‘the soul that 


“sinneth it shall die’’ (Ezek. 18:4). 


The other day I went with a father and 
mother to the cemetery to bury their baby. 
It wasn’t because they no longer loved the 
child. They were not mad at their baby. 
They buried it because it had died. 

And hell is the place for souls dead in 
sin. 

One thing more. Someone has pictured 
life as a series of rooms leading one into 
the other. We go from home to school, 
from school to college, from college to busi- 
ness and marriage, and so on all the way 
through. Until we come to the end of this 
life What then? Across the centuries 
cornes floating to us the voice, “I am the 
door.”’

Warning of ‘‘a serious schism 
in the ranks of women Demo- 
cratic workers’’ was telephoned 
to The Atlanta Constitution by 
Mrs. J. A. Rollison of Thomas- 
ville, who headed Georgia 
women Democrats in the 
Roosevelt era. . 


While Mrs. Iris Blitch of 
Homerville, member of the 
Democratic National Commit- 
tee, who was present at the 
Chicago meeting when the 
change took place, reported 
“strong optimism.”’ 


Mrs. Blitch said she voted 
with 15 other Democratic na- 
tional committee women and 
men for the move “‘to integrate 
women into the .party on an 
equal footing with men,’’ there- 
by dissolving the powerful, sep- 
arate women’s division.

‘Women are losers by this 
action,’’ was Mrs. Rollison’s 
reaction. 


She visions independent 
Democratic women’s’ groups 
springing up over the country. 

‘‘Unless they have wise lead- 
ership, they may be manipulat- 
ed for selfish interests,’’ warned 
the Thomasville woman who 
was vice chairman of the Geor- 
gia Democrats in the 1940s and 
was on the national party’s 
speakers list at the same time.

Business in 1952 was first rate, 
yet during that year thousands 
of’ commercial and _ industrial 
failures were reported. In some 
cases, excessive inventories were 
the major fault, according to the 
study. 


“Forecasting the sale of goods 
is difficult, and hence the estima- 
tion of proper inventories be- 
comes more difficult. It is for 
such a reason that the cry ‘wolf’ 
in the matter of inventories, is 
sound. No matter how often that 
cry -is echoed, it does some

Cut Breakfast Calls To a Minimum 
With Aromatic Alarms, Hot Muffins

Rip Van Winkle succeeded in keeping 
long sleeping hours, but Mothers these 
days are constantly conjuring new ideas 
to entice us out of bed 
with a minimum number 
of “last calls for break- 
fast.”’ An irresistable addi- 
tion to these early morn- 
ing “schemes” are alarms 
with aroma, meaning, 
simply,: hot muffins for 
breakfast. 

Turning out hot bread in the kitchen 
is an art that might well be revived, es- 
pecially when the family is due a baked 
treat. 

Muffins are one of the quickest hot 
breads to make and if limited minutes in 
the morning make it necessary to bake 
the night before, most versions can be 
reheated in a jiffy. 

Best results for the least action is a 
feature that can’t be overlooked. Just 
enough stirring to moisten flour is neces- 
sary. The mixture should appear rough 
and lumpy, breaking easily when lifted 
with the spoon. Small lumps take care of 
themselves during baking. 

Place batter immediately in muffin 
pans, well greased on bottom and ungreas- 
ed on sides, allowing batter to cling to 
sides producing greater volume. 

Anything can happen as a result of 
overstirring or beating. Muffins rise in 
peaks with a pasty looking crust. Tunnels 
run from bottom to top and the texture 
is tough and rubbery with inferior flavor. 

Look for these qualities in a muffin 
that’s up to par: Even brown color, slight- 
ly rough but free from peaks, even in tex- 
ture and free from tunnels, tender and 
surprisingly light for its size. 

If necessary for muffins to stand be- 
for serving, tip to one side in pan to 
prevent steaming of crust and keep in 
warm place. 

Fall is the time of year when fruit muf- 
fins are in full glory. To make the tempt- 
ing apple variety pictured above combine 
the following ingredients, then sit back 
and enjoy the spicy aroma that will bring 
the family back for thirds. 


Apple Muffins 


2 cups sifted enriched flour 
4 teaspoons baking powder 
34 teaspoon salt 
34 teaspoon cinnamon 
4 teaspoon nutmeg 
14 cup sugar 
1 beaten egg 
1 cup milk 
1/3 cup. melted shortening 
34 cup chopped apples 
Cream shortening; stir in well beaten

egg.and milk. Sift dry ingredients together 


and add liquid all atonce; stir lightly until

Add apples; fill muffin pans 2/3 full, top 
with sugar topping and bake in hot oven 
(400 degree F.) for 25 minutes. Makes 12 
muffins. 


SUGAR TOPPING: Mix together 14 
cup brown sugar, 14 cup chopped nuts 
(optional) and 14 teaspoon cinnamon. 
Sprinkle on top. 

Plain muffins, like the invitable ‘basic 
dress, lend themselves favorably to prac- 
tically unlimited variations. Just choose 
your favorite. 

Good basic muffins can be prepared 
with either all purpose or cake flour. Use 
cake flour for very tender muffins. In- 
crease the sugar to as much as one-half 
cup for a sweeter bread.. 


Plain Muffins 


cups sifted all purpose flour 
teaspoons baking powder 
teaspoon salt 

tablespoons sugar 

egg, lightly beaten 

cup milk 

tablespoons melted butter 


Mix and sift dry ingredients. Beat egg 
and add milk and melted butter. Add egg 
mixture to flour mixture stirring only 
until flour is moistened. Fill greased muf- 
fin pan 2/3 full and bake in moderately 
hot oven (425 degrees F.) for 20 minutes. 
Makes 12 medium sized muffins. 


JELLY MUFFINS: Top batter in each 
muffin pan with one teaspoon tart jelly 
before baking. 


RAISIN, NUT OR DATE MUFFINS: 
Add 15 to 34 cup seedless raisins, broken 
nuts or corsely cut dates. Stir quickly into 
batter. 


BACON MUFFINS: Use bacon fat for 
shortening, using only 2. tablespoonfuls 
add three tablespoons cooked diced bacon. 


PINEAPPLE MUFFINS: Add to the 
liquid ingredients, one-half cup well drain-
